The latest new race track pioject of the season 
was sprung by Cole Uilman yesterday. Cole’s 
hustlirg brother, Joe Uilman. blew into St Louis 
from West Baden, Wednesday, Cole says he is 
here to bnild a new track. According to Cole, 
bis brother ha* coin gslore back of him. He 
will decide on what sort of a coarse to build 
after looking over the field thoroughly. Joe 
has brought a Yerkes telescope with him to size 
up the situation thoroughly. Cole and his 
brother Joe, were responsible for the East 
Side ard Madison whirligigs that flourished on 
the other side of the river a few years back, 
and it’s to be sincerely hoped that their next 
undertaking in that line will be large enough 
at least to permit bobby-horees to circle its 
turns without risk of losing their balance.— St.

As is bis custom, Charles T. Patterson will 
spend the winter with bis horses at Memphis, 
aud in part devote himself to training a yonng 
jockey who he thinks is destined to rank with 
the best in the land. Of this boy be said re- 
cently at Lexirgton: “Lncien Lyne is the 

youngest son of Mr. Sanford Lyne of this city, 
and that he will be the premier jockey 
of America some day I have little doabt. 
He is now sixteen years of age, a 
bright, smart little gentleman. He weighs 
now about 76 pounds, and is so 

constructed physically that it will be some 
years before be over-reaches the 100-pound 
mark. Beally be is ready to take a mount 
now. I have had him exercising since July. 
He has a good seat, and uses his bands quite as 
well as any jockey riding today, not excepting 
the much- landed Tod Sloan. 

“I have purchased several two-year-old fil- 
lies to enter in selling races and on them I 
expect to give Lncien his first lessons in the 
racing game. I expect to start in at Little 
Rock and by the time the Eastern tracks 
open Lncien will be ready to handle the six 
or seven horses that I expect to race 
around New York. I will ride him almost 
exclusively. I would rather lose a race by a 
bad ride than to be left with the impression 
that I had probably bsen the victim of the ex- 
pertness of a dishonest jockey. My experience 
with jockeys after I lost Everett in the east this 
year was quite enough to make a man wish he 
had never seen a race track.”
